Six members of the Eastside 
Columbus Assassins, charged 
with assault and robbery of 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste’s 
daughter, Natalie and three 
other youths, on Oct. 4, were 


being held Tuesday in the 
Franklin County Juvenile Det- 
ention Center. 

All six youths have criminal 
records ranging from disor- 
derly conduct to theft, robbery 
and curfew violations, accord- 
ing to Monty Crockett, intake 


supervisor at the Detention 
Center 


Five of the youngsters who 
are students of Eastmoor High 
School, were arrested and 
charge after a two-week 
police investigation. Colum- 
bus police could not identify 


Witnesses to Agler-Green

Columbus homicide detec- 
tives are seeking witnesses

In the incident, which 
occurred outside 2482 Ben- 
tham Ct., brothers Jay and 
Lloyd Thompson, 16 and. 18 
respectively, and Michael 
Evans, 16, were attacked by a 
group of youths estimated by 
witnesses to number from 7 to 
15%. 


Three youths have been 
charged with felonious assault 
for beating the Thompsons 
and Evans with clubs. Doyle 
Freeman, 17, who-allegedly 
wielded the club, his cousin, 
James Freeman, 15, and a 
friend, William Steele, 16, are 
awaiting trial. . 


Det. Rick Shaesby, who is 
investigating the case, said he 
apprehended Doyle Freeman 
one week after the incident, 
James Freeman, a week after 
that, and Steele a week after 
that.
